This is in reference to your June 25, 2014, Freedom of Information Act request 
addressed to the U.S. Department of Justice, Federal Bureau of Investigation, for 
access to records regarding you. 

Found in the files of the Federal Bureau of Investigation were 52 pages of record 
material that originated with the U.S. Postal Inspection Service. These pages were 
referred to this office for a release ability determination and direct response to you. 

Enclosed are 41 pages that can be released to you. Certain deletions have been 
made to this material pursuant to title 5, United States Code, section 552(b)(6), 
where release of personnel and similar files would constitute a clearly unwarranted 
invasion of personal privacy and section 552(b)(7)(C), which permits the with- 
holding of records or information compiled for law enforcement purposes, the 
release of which could constitute an unwarranted invasion of the personal privacy 
of third parties. 

In addition to these enclosures, there are 1 1 other pages which are exempt from 
disclosure in their entirety in accordance with section 552(b)(7)(C) and section 
552(b)(7)(D), which exempts information that could reasonably be expected to 
disclose the identity of a confidential source and confidential information furnished 
by that source.
